Undocumented to Get Driver’s Licenses 


(): Monday, June 17th New York 
passed a much-debated bill to 
allow undocumented immigrants to 
apply for driver’s licenses- only hours 
after Governor Andrew Cuomo con- 
sidered vetoing the legislation. 

In an evening vote, the demo- 
cratic-controlled Senate passed the 
Green light Bill by a relatively thin 
margin, 33-29. Cuomo signed the bill 
less than three hours later. 





Earlier that Monday, Cuomo ex- 
pressed concerns that the Trump ad- 
ministration’s enforcement arm, 
known as ICE (U.S Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement), may try to 
use driver registration information to 
target immigrants for deportation. 

Cuomo had asked the attorney 
general’s office for an opinion. “If the 
solicitor general says the federal gov- 
ernment cannot access it and gives 
me that opinion, I will sign the bill. If

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she says they can access it, I will not 
sign the bill. And they should not pass 
the bill,’ Cuomo said at the news 
conference. 

“The legislation is well crafted 
and contains ample protections for 
those who apply for driver’s li- 
censes,’ James said in the statement. 
“Tf this bill 1s enacted and challenged 
in court, we will vigorously defend

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EDITORIAL 
The reality of 


male suicide 


ecently I attended a workshop on 

mental health and suicide prevention. 
It was surprising to find out that they are 
many people at different ages being af- 
fected by mental health issues. 

Before I explain why mental health af- 
fect those who are close to us, let’s define 
mental health. According to the web dic- 
tionary, “mental health includes our emo- 
tional, psychological, and _— social 
well-being. It affects how we think, feel, 
and act. It also helps decide how we handle 
Stress, relate to others, and make choices. 
Mental health is important at every stage 
of life, from childhood and adolescence 
through adulthood.” 

Conversely, depending on your men- 
tal health, your thinking, mood and behav- 
ior could be affected. Mental Health based 
on many sources 1s a silent epidemic that 
is killing both men and women across the 
US and the UK in staggering numbers. 

Ann Matturro Gault wrote that, "it 
isn’t heart disease, cancer, or kidney dis- 
ease that are killing the men it’s suicide. 
Male suicide rates are on the rise and in- 
creasing steadily with age. Men die by sui- 
cide 3.53 times more often than women. 
Every day | in 3 men in the US take their 
own lives." 

But why? At the workshop the speak- 
ers mentioned that mental health is a taboo 
in the African-American, Latino and 
Caribbean societies. Which means within 
those households the conversation about 
mental health is not being discussed. As 
the remedy for illnesses such as mental 
health is often just prayer without the work 
of therapy, counselling or just a basic con- 
versation to check in on a person’s well- 
being. 

When it comes to mental health issues 
more women than men are speaking about 
their struggles. In other words, some men 
are not being as open and honest about 
what they are experiencing internally and 
the external factors that are contributing to 
it. 

Rob Whitley from Psychology today,

stated that, "men are committing suicide 
because of various factors: Massive de- 
cline in traditional male industries such as 
manufacturing, forestry and fisheries, leav- 
ing large swathes of men in certain regions 
unemployed or under-employed. 

Furthermore, in the current economy, 
many men are finding it difficult to fulfill 
a breadwinner role, leaving them without 
a powerful sense of pride, purpose and 
meaning in life." 

It is clear that the ups and downs of 
life brings on stress, anxiety and other ail- 
ments that sometimes causes us to feel as 
though we are unable to cope. It is also im- 
portant to distinguish between a temporary 
lives struggles from a permanent one be- 
fore we diagnosed ourselves or anyone 
around us as mentally ill. 

However, I believe the message here, 
is that, men do struggle in their day-to-day 
life and many of them are not speaking up 
about it. Let’s check in with the men that 
are around us today. Let this Father’s day 
be more than buying our fathers a tie and 
a cigar.

Bill to Decriminalize 
Marijuana Passes 


ALBANY: 

he state Assembly on Friday passed a 

bill that further decriminalizes mari- 
Juana in New York. The measure cleared 
by a vote of 85 to 39. 

It's one of the last pieces of legislation 
addressed by the chamber before it breaks 
for the summer. 

The bill eliminates the criminal 


penalties for possessing up to two ounces 
of marijuana. 

Anyone caught holding or using that 
much pot in public would face a fine of 
$50 to $200. 

The Senate passed the bill on Thurs- 
day. 

Governor Andrew Cuomo is expected 
to sign it into law. 








US visa applicants require 
social media identifiers 


he United States amended visa appli- 

cation request further information, in- 
clude “social media identifiers,’ from 
almost all US applicants. Only persons ap- 
plying for certain diplomatic and official 
visa Classes are spared from the new extra 
“intrusive conditions,” part of a broad ex- 
pansion of President Donald Trump ad- 
ministration’s intensified screening. 

The new visa application forms list 
many social media platforms and require 
the applicant to produce all account user- 
names they may have used over the previ- 
ous five years. 

Applicants are also given the oppor- 
tunity to volunteer information about so- 


cial media accounts on platforms not listed 
on the form. 

Besides providing social media his- 
tory, persons applying for visas are now 
required to provide information for five 
years of previously used email addresses, 
telephone numbers, international travel 
and deportation status; and to declare 
whether any of your siblings have been 
linked to terrorist actions. 

United States immigration policy 
considered “intrusive changes” includes 
five US Citizenship and Immigration 
Services (USCIS) changes to policy up- 
dates will affect Caribbean residents seek- 
ing a visa.

bid for a second term faces a stiff test 
in next Tuesday's Democratic primary, 
where he is challenged by a former police 
commissioner, Clyde Isley; his former plan- 
ning commissioner, Shawyn Patterson- 
Howard; and City Council President Andre 
Wallace. 

A fifth candidate, City Councilwoman 
Delia Farquharson, is waging a write-in cam- 
paign after failing to qualify for the ballot. 

She and former Mayor Ernie Davis 
fought unsuccessful court battles when the 
Board of Elections invalidated their nomi- 
nating petitions. 

Davis gave up his bid for a fifth term as 
mayor and endorsed Wallace. 

With Democrats enjoying an over- 
whelming majority in registered voters, the 
party primary is widely seen to guarantee 
success in the general election. 

If Wallace fails to win the primary, he 
hopes to buck that trend, as he will be the 
Republican candidate on the November bal- 
lot. The chairwoman of the city's Conserva- 
tive Party, Rosemarie Jarosz, will run on her 
party's line. 

Thomas, now 36, served four years as a 
councilman before becoming the youngest 
elected mayor in the city's history in 2015. 
The mayoral term is four years, and the an- 
nual salary is $143,000. 
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English convicted 
for sex trafficking, 
kidnapping minors 


laudius English, 45,of a Bronx ad- 

dress was convictedon June 10 in the 
Southern District of New York (SDNY) 
for multiple counts of sex trafficking mi- 
nors, attempted sex trafficking of minors 
as young as 8 years old, kidnapping of a 
minor, and using a firearm to commit the 
kidnapping. 

According to the evidence presented 
during the trial, in 2013, English sex traf- 
ficked multiple minor victims out of his 
apartment in the Bronx. English used the 
Internet to find, recruit, and lure minor vic- 
tims to his apartment, where he pho- 
tographed them in sexually suggestive 
poses. 

English then sent these photographs to 
his regular clients, and created advertise- 
ments that he posted on Backpage. English 
arranged for his clients to pay for sex with 
at least four minor victims who testified at 
trial. Additionally, for one of his clients, 
English took substantial steps to obtain and 
sex traffic girls as young as 13, 11, and 8. 

On November 15, 2013, English lured 
a 14-year-old girl from New Jersey to his 
apartment for the purpose of selling her for 
sex. When the victim resisted and said she 


wanted to leave, English pointed a loaded 
gun at her head and refused. 

After several hours, the victim con- 
vinced English to accompany her outside. 
Even though English brought his gun with 
him, the victim ran away and called 911. 
NYPD _ officers responded promptly 
enough that the victim was able to lead 
them back to English’s apartment, where 
English was caught trying to flee. 

English, was convicted of conspiracy 
to commit sex trafficking of minors (count 
one), four counts of sex trafficking of mi- 
nors (counts two, three, four, and eight), 
three counts of attempted sex trafficking 
of minors (counts five, six, and seven), 
kidnapping a minor (count nine), and the 
use of a firearm in furtherance of the kid- 
napping (count ten). 

English faces a statutory maximum 
sentence of life, and a mandatory mini- 
mum sentence of 27 years. This case is 
being handled by the SDNY’s General 
Crimes Unit and investigated by Home- 
land Security Investigations (HSI) New 
York’s Trafficking in Person Unit (TIPU) 
and the New York City Police Department 
(NYPD).

ount Vernon City Council President André Wal- 

lace has been a resident of Mount Vernon for 
over 31 years. Mr. Wallace is poised to become the 
first Mount Vernon Mayor of Cuban and Jamaican de- 
scent. 

“People are often surprised when they find out 
I’m Caribbean,” said Wallace. “But, growing up as the 
son of immigrants taught me a lot about what it means 
to be an American, and what it feels like when you’re 
trying to make it here.” 

Wallace spent his early career as an executive in 
the music and sports entertainment fields. In recent 
years, Wallace has shifted gears to follow another life- 
long passion: building and design. 

He is the president and owner of Creative Direc- 
tion Construction & Design, a successful contracting 
and development firm. 

Born in New York to a father from Cuba by way 
of Jamaica and a mother born and raised in Kingston, 
Council President Wallace is from a family of six chil- 
dren born both here and on the island. His parents em- 
igrated to the United States to pursue opportunity for 
their children 
but never lost their strong ties and sense of obligation 
to the Caribbean community. 

Early-on in his construction career, Wallace had a 
vision to empower Mount Vernon. So he purchased a 
building from the City to renovate, turning it into the 
first accredited educational training and craftsperson 


apprenticeship program in Mount Vernon. Its mission 
is to empower, educate, and mentor disadvantaged 
youth, men and women in the construction and green 
industries. 

Over the past 10 years, Wallace has trained more 
than 1,000 youth in OSHA 10, OSHA 30, flagger cer- 
tification, and scaffolding through. His program not 
only equips them with the skills needed to work in the 
construction industry, it also prepares them for licens- 
ing and 
certifications. 

The career placement process continues through 
placing participants in apprenticeships and guiding 
them through the various union membership 
processes. 

Wallace oversees Youth Build , a development 
program that employs youth for the creation of afford- 
able housing for low-income residents and homeless 
families. Youth Build puts young people to work while 
they help their communities.

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Caribbean 
records increase 
in tourist arrivals 


he Caribbean Tourism Organization 

(CTO) says the region recorded a 12 
per cent increase in tourist arrivals during 
the first quarter of this year. This was 
spurred by a 24 per cent growth in arrivals 
from the United States. 

At a news conference on Thursday in 
New York, CTO chairman Dominic Fedee 
revealed that between January and March, 
there were 9.1 million international tourist 
trips to the region, up by 970,000 over the 
corresponding period last year. 

He said the boom in arrivals also ex- 
tended to the cruise sector, with a record 
10.7 million cruise passengers visits, an 
increase of 9.9 per cent or 900,000 more 
when compared to the same period in 
2018. 

According to Mr. Fedee, due to its
